Auditorium on the evening of 
the opening of the 18th Annual 
Assembly of the Churches of 
God. 


As Sister Heath took her 





place at the piano, Brother 
Haynes announced that won- 
derful old hymn which has 
blessed many hearts for ages 
past, “Whata Friend We Have 
in Jesus.” Oh how wonderful to 
hear almost every voice in that 
great audience singing of that 
precious Friend, who ig truly a 
friend in every time of need, and 
then as we took up the strains 
of, “When My Name is Called 
in Glory I'll Be There,” the very 
windows of heaven opened up 
and the showers of the latter 
rain began to fall upon us. 
Saints were dancing and shout- 
ing under the mighty power of 
God. 

Our General Overseer, Broth- 
er F. J. Lee, then read a Scrip- 
ture lesson, Psa. 99 and 100. He 
assured us that we were in per- 
fect order when we praised the 
Lord, saying that we should 
serve the Lord with gladness 
and not with long faces. As he 
looked out over that great con- 
gregation he said, no one here 
tonight looks discouraged, the 
response, No! rang out through 
the whole Assembly. Oh halle- 
lujah! 

How my heart really desires 
to give out to those who were 
not here. just a touch of the 
inspiration we have received.

An opportunity for requests 
for prayer was given to which 
many responded. And as we 
went down on our faces before 
the Lord, with groanings which 
cannot be uttered, to plead for 
the sick and afflicted ones who 
were on our hearts, it reminded 
us, of the noise of many waters; 
and we were made to realize 
that there is a remnant who are 
contending for the faith once 
delivered to the saints, and who 
believe that “Jesus Christ is the 
same yesterday, today and for- 
ever.” 

We then listened to a wel- 
come address by Brother J. B. 
Ellis, who took for a text, “The 
Lord loveth the gates of .

He said from the very first 
call to come to the Assembly his 
heart responded, and he was 
glad he was here. Brother Will 
Black, Sister Ella Fry Holt 
and Sister Lettie Cross followed 
with interesting and _ helpful 
addresses, telling of the shad- 
ows that had crossed their path- 
way during the year, as the 
clouds of discouragement hov- 
ered over, but God had been 
with them and carried them 
safely through and up to this 
great gathering together of the 
saints, for God was truly 
opening up the clouds and let- 
ting in the beautiful sunlight of 
His presence. Hallelujah! 


Thursday morning we went 
to the Auditorium early in order 
to get a seat, and as we entered 
the building the shouts and 
praises rang out all over the 
house. Saints were dancing and 
praising God and enjoying a 
feast of good things. At the ap- 
pointed hour for opening the 
house was filled with people and 
the glory of God. 

An inspiring song service and 
prayer was followed by the rol] 
call of the states. Alabama with 
Brother Dunn as overseer and a 
large number of representatives, 
singing, “I’m Going That Way” 
and carrying a banner with 
these words. “So built we the 
wall and all the wall was joined 
together.” As they sang the 
power fell and there was much 
shouting. ~Brother Dunn and 
others gave a report of their 
work which was enjoyed by all. 

Arkansas came next with 
Brother E. C. Scarbrough as 
overseer and more representa- 
tives than ever before, carrying 
a banner on which was a picture 
of Christ walking on the waves, 
etc., and the words, ‘‘Christ is 
our pilot,” and singing, “That 
Will Be a Happy Day.” Brother 
Scarbrough gave an interesting 
talk and stated that during the 
upheaval the past year that 
Arkansas had not lost any 
preachers or churches, but had 
gained five churches and built 
One church. house.. 

») As Florida was called a large 
delegation’ arose’ and sang,

“Heaven Bound Train,” with 
hoisted banners containing the 
word, “Loyalty”, which means 
something in these days. Broth- 
er Payne, in the absence of 
Brother J. L. Stephens, (on ac- 
count of the illness of his father) 
gave a good report, saying that 
the Church of God in Florida 
has always been loyal. He read 
the 133rd Psalm and stated that 
they had been having unity, and 
that God had been with them 
and promised never to leave nor 
forsake them. Brother Curry, 
with a goodly number, repre- 
sented the colored work in this 
state. He said he was glad to 
be here to represent the colored 
churches. He stated that some 
people said the Church of God 
was going down, put he believed 
it was going up. They sang, 
“TI Will Not Be Removed.” 

Oh how God poured: out His 
Spirit as the different bands of 
delegates came forward with 
their enthusiasm and zeal for 
the Church of God which we all 
love so dearly, and hardly a 
state was represented without 
the power of God falling in a 
marvelous way. 

Georgia came with a large 
delegation bringing great. en- 
thusiasm, singing, “When the 
Roll is Called up Yonder’. 
Brother Latimer, the state over- 
seer, and others spoke of the 
work in Georgia, and said that 
there was less division in this 
state than any other. He said 
that he had a noble conse- 
crated band of workers, but 
they needed more as people all 
over the state are looking toward 
the Church of God and are 
hungry for her teachings. He 
said they had lost only one 
preacher this year and gained 
three. 

The Illinois delegation assur- 
ed us of their loyalty by singing, 
“I Have Started for the King- 
dom and I Won’t Turn Back.” 
They came with fifteen dele- 
gates. Brother D. P. Barnett 
is the state overseer. They car- 
ried a banner with anchors in 
each corner, assuring us_ that 
they were anchored in the 
Church of God. He said that 
Illinois was one of the greatest 
fields and pled for workers 
saying, we will stand by any who 
come, both financially and spir- 
itually. 

Brother J. M. Viney and 
Brother Burk represented Kan- 
sas and sang “T’ll Be Satisfied.” 
Brother Viney said he was proud 
to represent the great state of 
Kansas, and he would not be 
satisfied until the Church of God 
could launch out and take the 
state for Jesus Christ. 


Brother Burk stated that Kan- 
sas was a ripe field and we want 
men who will stand for the 
truth and are willing to die for 
the cause. 

As the Kentucky delegation 
arose to represent this disturbed 
state, we saw in a moment that 
God had many precious loyal 
saints who had stood the storms 
and had come out victorious, 
shouting the victory. And it is 
said to be one of the largest 
delegations the state has ever 
had. They came up to the plat- 
form sixty strong, led by their 
overseer, Brother J. B. Ellis, 
singing, “As I Journey Through 
Brother Ellis spoke 
in the highest terms of the saints 
of Kentucky and commended 
their loyalty to the Church of 
God. 

The banner carried by the 
delegates from Louisana was 
very impressive, having on it the 
words, “Louisiana Confused.” 
After they had explained how 
their state had gone through 
the cloud and many had been 
confused and discouraged they 
turned over a fly leaf and 





brought to view the words, 
“Louisiana settled for _ the 
Church of God’. “Love, truth 
and unity our motto.” Brother 
Payne, their overseer, gave a 
report of the work and how it 
melted our hearts as he told of 
the wonderful way in which God 
had led them through the dark- 
ness into His marvelous light. 

Brother E. Haynes with Sister 
Haynes and Brother and Sister 
Cross came representing Michi- 
gan. Each of them gave inter- 
esting talks and their theme was 
more workers for our state. 
Brother Haynes said that he had 
expected to have more repre- 
{sentatives this year, but Satan 
hindered. 

Next, the same overseer came 
forward bringing with him a 
large delegation from Missis- 
sippi, singing, “When We Meet 
to Part no More.” They too 
sounded forth the Macedonian 
call, “Come over and help us.” 

Brother Viney from Missouri 
came with a small delegation 
but made us to realize that this 
salvation was worth while as 
they sang, “We Are Finding 
Glory all Along the Way.” They 
carried a banner with a lamb in 
the Savior’s arms and one at 
His side, impressing upon us the 
fact that Jesus is really caring 
for the lambs. 


One of the largest delegations 
came from North Carolina, with 
Brother S. W. Latimer as over- 
seer, singing, “Built on the 
Rock”, which expressed their 
loyalty to the Church of God. 

Three representatives came 
with Brother John Attey from 
the state of North Dakota. He 
made a plea forthe Indians, 
who are hungry for the 
gospel and calling for work- 
ers, also a school for the train- 
ing of these precious sculs. 

The Ohio delegation came 
bringing with them great waves 
of glory. As they sang, ‘“Beau- 
tiful Life,” people all over the 
house were dancing, shouting 
and praising God. Brother W. 
C. Rembert, state overseer, 
made a strong plea for Home 
Missions, urging the church to 
finance the ministers in opening 
up new fields of labor. 

Three representatives came 
bringing the message and Mace- 
donian call from Oklahoma. 
Brother John Burk is the state 
overseer, and reports victory in 
many places. 


South Carolina came carrying 
with them a banner with these 
words, “Lord we are following 
hard after Thee.” Psa. 63:8, 
also “Christ our pattern.” at the 
top was “Love and joy.” Broth- 
er Culpepper, the state overseer, 
and others spoke of the work in 
this state and the Lord wonder- 
fully blessed as they sang, 
“We'll Trade the Old Cross for a 
Crown.” 


Virginia, with Brother H. B. 
Simmons as_ state overseer, 
came with discouraging outlook 
in the natural, but as we are not 
looking to the natural, we 
believe God will work in a mar- 
velous way this coming year. 
Brother J. A. Davis made his 
confession, and said he was 
sorry he didn’t take a stand 
sooner. He requested the peo- 
ple of the Assembly to forgive 
him. 

The evening service opened 
with an inspiring song service 
and prayer, after which the roll 
call of the states was continued. 

The Texas delegation was 
small, but they came with en- 
couraging reports from the field 
of love and unity, standing four- 
square for the Church of God. 
Brother Scoggins is state over- 
seer, They sang, “I’m Going 
Home.”

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~ LETTER FROM CHINA 





Tsinanfu Shantung, China. 
August 14, 1923. 


Dear ones of the Church of 
God in America, Love and 
Christian Greetings to you 
every one, from the least to the 
greatest: 


This is just a little love note 
this afternoon. As it was just a 
year ago I was so busy making 
my arrangements to leave you 
all again for China, 
thoughts have been with you 
much during these days, and 
the many dear ones we met 
while at home. Especially those 
who so kindly entertained us in 
their homes, aided us on our 
journey in so many ways, and 
helped me so sweetly with my 
dear little children. 


Often I live over all those 
journeyings again in my mind— 
the arrival in Seattle, Wash. 
with only a few dellars (which 
we soon lived out) and must 
pay our passage to Georgia, 
with other pressing needs and 
obligations. Those were such 
dark days. I shall not soon for- 
fet how dear little Joel would 
get us down to prayer many 
times when we would have 
done something else. Just Joel, 
Roy and I in that little cold 
room, but God will hear from 
any place. Bless His dear name. 
After a few days our needs 
were fully met, hallelujah! 


A message from the telegraph 
office said for me to call there 
for money which proved to be 
from my father-in-law. I had 
just learned that I must leave 
Seattle inside of ten days from 
my arrival in order to get rail- 
way .Trans Pacific privileges 
and therefore it would be neces- 
sary for me to get my ticket 
and leave next day. After a few 
minutes the bank telephoned 
me to call there for money, 
which was one hundred dollars 
from my sister and husband, 
God bless them. As soon as 
they received word that we had 
arrived back in America, her 
dear husband said they must 
send us money to come to 
Georgia on and got out his 
bank books to see how much 
he could send, and did all he 
could. Truly, they will not lose 
their reward. Bro. Tomlinson 
sent us $200.00 from head- 
quarters. So you see you All 
had a part in helping in that 
dark hour. . 

We arrived in dear old Geor- 


my ' 








gia a week before Christmas. 
Friends and loved ones were 
so good to us, we hardly knew 
how to partake of their love 
and hospitality. My dear sister 
and family had worked so hard, 
and made so many clothes for 
the children and I. Truly we felt 
so unworthy of it all, and our 
hearts were so melted before 
the Lord. We gave thanks to 
Him who had done exceedingly 
abundantly above all we could 
have thought or asked. Also 
Brother and Sister Hamil and 
Brother and Sister Williams 
were untiring in their’ efforts 
for us. 


. After spending about three 
months in the home with my 
sister and family, where’ kind 
hands had done so much for us, 
we started on our long and 
eventful journey of “Stirring 
the Churches”. Roy was ten 
years old, Joel three; and 
Deborah the Prophetess, whom 
the dear Lord had just given 
us to help lead us forth to vic- 
tory, was three months old. 
Our first meeting was at the 
Hazlehurst District Conference 
with dear Brother and _ Sister 
Heath and the dear ones. God 
did greatly bless and we all had 
such a blessed time together. 
I have ever since coveted Broth- 
er and Sister Heath for China. 
If they could only make a trip 
of a year out here it would 
mean so much, I believe. We 
were entertained in the home 
of dear Brother and _ Sister 
Hipps, who with their family 
did all they could for our com- 
fort. May God bless and reward 
them, as we realize it was not 
easy for people to take ,in a 
family. 


From there we went to visit 
with relatives in South Geor- 
gia, and had several meetings 
with the dear ones in Valdosta, 
my old home town. It was so 
good to see the dear ones 
there again, but some we knew 
and loved so well are not there 
now. From there we_ stopped 
for a few days with relatives 
and friends in Macon, Ga. 
where we formerly lived and 
worked for Jesus before ever 
coming to China. Then we went 


over to the Alabama 
State Assembly where 
we had _ been _ invited by 


the State Overseer, Bro. Wile- 
mon, stopping for a few days 
visit with relatives near Birm- 
ingham. Well, its needless for 
mé to say that they had a 


great time at that Assembly. 
The saints shouted and shouted, 
and it seemed when they would 
begin to shout I would have to 
cry. I would think of my broth- 
ers and sisters over here in dark 
China with such struggles and 
burdens upon them and _ the 
many heathen who would 
believe and be saved if they only 
had some one to tell them, and 
how the work over here was 
suffering for help and I could 
not but weep. Even our children 
enjoyed the meetings very much 
in Alabama City. We shall not 
soon forget the dear ones there 
even though many of _ their 
names we do not remember. 
The precious sister who so 
sweetly entertained us we could 
not forget, although we do not 
remember her name and ad- 
dress yet I have always wanted 
to write to her. She was espe- 
cially kind to me and my little 
ones as was all her family. May 
God bless-and reward them and 
her husband. 

From Alabama City we went 
to Cleveland, Tenn. Dear Broth- 
er and Sister -Tomlinson re- 
ceived us so sweetly, as did all 
we met while there. I remember 
Sister Tomlinson had told me 
that we would room up stairs, 
and later I took up some of my 
things and I saw two rooms 
one with two double beds and 
I said to myself that, no, that 
was not for us. I looked in the 
next room and saw a double 
and single bed and thought that 
must be the one she meant. 
Later when I enquired she said 
no, it was the one with the two 
double beds. We were so tired 
and it seemed too’good to be 
true to have TWO double beds 
for myself and three children 
to rest on. It just happened that 
some of her people were away 
and she could give us_ that 
room. We had a lovely sweet 
restful visit there with them 
and were so glad of the oppor- 
tunity of getting acquainted 
with those at Headquarters. 
Dear Brother and Sister Llew- 
ellyn had us over to see them 
and made us feel.so at home. 
Also in the large auditorium. 

From Cleveland we went to 
a District Conference at Kannap- 
olis, N. C. We were indeed glad 
to meet with all the saints 
there. Brother and Sister Hass 
entertained us in their home and 
were so good to us we were al- 
most loath to leave them. I 
would love to say a-great deal 
about the kindess of the differ- 
ent ones but time and space for- 
bids. The Lord knows and He 
will reward all that was done for 
His glory. From there we went 
back to my sister‘s near Savan- 
nah to await the great Wimau- 
ma Camp Meeting. On our way 
down to Wimauma we stopped 
over Sunday in Jacksonville and 
worshipped with the _ saints 
there. We were especially glad 
to meet dear Brother and Sister 
Johnson who. are such faithful 
workers of the Church. They 
were so good to us too and are 
doing a fine work in Jackson- 
ville. God bless all the dear 
ones there. 

We stopped off at Plant City 
to visit my sister who I had not 
seen in twenty years, and went 
from there to Wimauma, arriv- 
ing the day before the meeting 
started. We were given the dor- 
mitory to live in and liked it 
fine until it began to FILL UP 
with people, and we were told 
that it would overflow by Sun- 
day. We felt we could stand it, 
but being already tired and in 
need of rest from our term in 
the Orient, and much traveling 
and many meetings yet ahead 
of us, to say nothing of the 
journey back to China, and hav- 
ing no home to go to and rest 
after the meetings like others, 
God was good to give a more 
quiet place in the home of dear 
Brother and Sister Martin. I 
can never forget their kind- 
ness and love to one of the least 
on His little ones. Precious 
grandma Moody has done so 
much for us, as many of you 
know. 

The next meeting was in 
Louisville, Ky. where the dear 
Lord opened up the windows of 
heaven upon us, and it was so 
blessed to be there and meet 
with the dear ones. Dear Broth- 
er and Sister Ray and family, 
Brother and Sister Devers and 
Brother and Sister Freeman 
were so good to us. Also the 
pastor and others I would like
